The Committee on Music in Tu- 
berculosis Hospitals works with the 
director of music who is a paid mem- 
ber of the staff of the New York 
Tuberculosis and Health Association. 
The Committee consists of a chair- 
man and twenty-seven members who 
are either chairmen or presidents of 
the various hospital auxiliaries—men 
and women who are interested in 
music (critics, artists, composers, con- 
cert managers or others, who can 
make good music contacts). There is 
also a member of the Board of Di- 
rectors on the Committee. This Com- 
mittee meets four times a year. The 
chairman, Mrs. Rogers H. Bacon, 
works very closely with the director,

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Miss Beulah Crofoot, and has been 
instrumental in bringing about such 
a splendid response from the best 
musicians in the city. 

The director of music has many 
duties. The work during the past 
two years has resolved itself into a 
systematic routine. She secures artists 
through music schools, concert agen- 
cies, radio stations or by personal 
knowledge of their ability. This is 
usually done over the telephone a 
week or ten days in advance. She 
- must select artists who will in every 
case donate their services, who will 
not disappoint at the last minute, and 
then she must follow up their promises 
to help by making all the appoint- 
ments, arrange for transportation, pay 
for this, and then check up on the 
day of each respective concert to be 
sure that every detail has been under- 
stood. When an artist fails to appear 
she herself even sings or plays her 
ukelele and entertains. 

There are fourteen tuberculosis 
hospitals in or around New York City 
and a program is given in one of them 
every afternoon during the week ex- 
cept Sundays and on an occasional 
Saturday. Three wards can be visited 
in an afternoon. In the largest hos- 
pital (with 1,000 patients) it takes 
about six weeks to visit all the tuber- 
culosis patients with one concert a 
week. Other smaller hospitals can 
hear sometimes one concert a week 
but the director of music must go her- 
self to practically every hospital and 
personally supervise the concert. 

Arrangements are made, at least 
twenty-four hours in advance, with 
the hospitals through the superintend- 
ent of nurses, a social worker, a 
sister superior or whoever has charge 
of this. Strict rules are followed 
while in the hospital so that the 
patients are not disturbed by extrane- 
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welcomed.

ous bustle. The concert is usually at 
three o’clock following the afternoon 
rest hour. The piano keys are care- 
fully cleaned with alcohol and the 
artists are made to feel that they are 
protected in every way against any 
possible infection. 

The length of the program is from 
twenty to thirty minutes, depending 
on the type of cases in the ward. 
There are usually four or five artists 
for each concert and these are chosen 
so that a variety of music can be 
heard. Vocal and piano selections 
and sometimes stringed instruments 
usually make up the programs. Class- 
ical music is popular and, since practi- 
cally every nationality is represented 
in these hospitals, a song in any 
language is bound to give pleasure to 
somebody. There is always a demand 
for the “old favorites” and the pro- 
gram is usually concluded with either 
jazz, popular songs, or something 
light and gay. Applause is not en- 
couraged because of the nature of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, but it is im- 
possible to keep feet from tapping and 
sometimes shoulders from shimmying 
when the spirit moves. Often there 
are tears, but they are emotional sur- 
face tears, that soon disappear and the 
artists always leave followed by ap- 
preciative smiles and requests to 
“come again soon.” 

It is interesting to note that Radio 
Station WOR frequently contributes 
a half an hour’s program each month 


when prominent artists sing and when 
announcements are made about the 
work of the Music Committee in Tu- 
berculosis Hospitals. The Arthur 
Judson Concert Management helps 
by arranging these programs with 
their artists. 

While it may be impossible for 
other communities to enter into a 
similar project on such a large scale, 
undoubtedly there are many associa- 
tions that will be glad to profit by 
New York City’s experience. The 
sum of approximately $8,000 that the 
New York Tuberculosis and Health 
Association used in 1927 from its 
budget for the work of this Com- 
mittee brought back a worth while 
return not only in its emotional ap- 
peal, but also through an enlarged 
circle of friends. It is planned to 
work out later a practical outline of 
suggestions that other tuberculosis 
associations who are interested may 
follow. By cooperating with Com- 
munity Chests, philanthropic clubs or 
other groups who appreciate the value 
of music as a helpful agent in the 
treatment of tuberculosis it may be 
possible to make these music commit- 
tees a vital element in tuberculosis 
work.
